The case is similar to that of the 
American steamer Dacia in that the 
vessel . was transferred to American 
registry after outbreak of the war, and

remission of state educational taxes 
during the next two years. The for- 
mer was accomplished by cutting 
down appropriations for the state ad- 
ministration, 
university 
normal 
schools, and charitable "and penal 
institutions. 


The reductions in the 
so-called 
education mill tax levy will be possi- 
ble because* of 
increased revenues 
and decreased 
demands on the gen- 
eral fund of the state treasury, which 
will result in a balance which can be 
used 
for 
educational purposes and 
thus enable the administration to re- 
mit taxes 
for such needs by $20,-

This statements,

London, Aug. 14.—Steady progress 
for the forces of Prince 
Leopold of

If this is done 
there will be a further relief to the 
taxpayers. 
In figuring the

walk hand in hand. The old saying:

three generations from 


shirt sleeves to shirt sleeves/ is true 
in America today. 


"Inspite of the. saying that 'We are 


best governed when, least governed,' 
these dangerous forces have almost 
succeeded in legislating us to death. 
Regulatory, inquisitorial and taxation 
laws of the most drastic nature have 
been p.ut into force against successful 
business.

Moreover, it 
can raise half 550 pounds one foot 
in half a second, ^or two feet in a 
second, and so on. Therefore when 
•we lift one-fourth of that weight, 137V4 
pounds, four feet in one second, we 
are exerting a horse-power. 


Accordingly, when a person who 


weighs 137% pounds runs upstairs at 
the rate of four feet a second, he is 
exerting the equivalent of a. horse- 
power. 
For a man weighing 'twice 


that much, 275 pounds, it would be 
necessary to climb at the rate of only 
•two feet a second to exert a horse- 
power. 
It is possible to do much 


more. 


As a matter of fact, a horse often 


exerts many times a horse-power. The 
average horse can 'draw a wagon up a 
hill where a ten-horse-power engine 
with the same' load would fail. 
A 


horse-power does not represent th« 
greatest momentary strength of the 
average horse, but is a measure of 
the power which he can exert con- 
tinuously. •
